March 4 .- A glare of red 
fire that could be seen for miles, the 
Ulan** 
of 
hundreds 
of 
torches, 
the 
sparkle of m yriads of electric lights, 
aud the cheers of thousands of people 
made up the first taste of Chicago's 
hospitality 
that 
was 
given 
Prince 
H enry of P russia upon his arrival in 
tins city last evening. 
His train a r­ 
rived at the depot of the Chicago and 
Alton 
railroad at 6:2 > o ’clock and 
from there, after he bad been formally 
welcomed by Mayor H arrison and the 
m em bers of the general reception com­ 
mittee. 
P rin ct 
H enry rode 
through 
streets packed with a dense multitude, 
whose cheers compelled 
the distin­ 
guished visitor to bow continually to 
i*P'iii and left 
No more flattering 
welcome could 
have been extended 
any visitor, and it ram*- not so much 
from the officials of the city as from 
its citizens 
Every building along the 
line of his route from the depot to 
the 
Auditorium 
ho el 
w as 
gaily 
decked with ttinting, the prevailing 
schem e being the American and Ger- 
tnaii flags intertw ined with the bia< k 
♦ agle of Prussia over all. 
Many of 
the buildings had upon th eir fronts 
elaborate devices m a le up of hun 
dreds of electric lights. 
T here were 
W elcom es" by the dozen; there were 
eagles 
and 
flags 
and 
there 
were 
strings of gay-colored lights almost 
without number. 
No hint of the dei 
orations in electric light w as given 
to the prince until after his carriage 
had 
rolled over Jackson 
boulevard 
bridge and was detrending the gentle 
slope that leads tow ard Michigan av­ 
enue. 
Then almose in the sam e sec- 
ond the lights w .rc turned on 
and 
what had b en bu* one second before 
a lane betw een dark tow ering build­ 
ings was an avenue of dazzling lights. 
T o rc h b e a re rs who were a e r man vet­ 
eran soldiers, lighted torches at al­ 
most the sam e instant, and from end 
to . nd of the boulevard betw een the 
bridge 
and 
Michigan 
avenue, 
tw o 
thirds of a mile away, there was sn 
instantaneous blaze of red fire from 
both sides of the street. 
Upon th e train s arrival it stopped 
with th e last car. in which Prince 
H enry rode, oppose* 
the m ain gate 
of the depot 
W aiting for Its arrival. 
Mayor H arrison and the mem hers of 
the 
reception 
comm it tee 
had 
been 
standing for lf* minutes. 
The German 
am bassador. Baron Von Holleben. was 
the fust to alight and was greeted at 
om e by Dr. W alter Wever, the im* 
5** rial G erm an consul In Uhirago. 
Dr. 
W ever was then j resente I bv Baron 
Ann ' ©Behen "o Prince H enry, and 
Dr. W ever presented the prince to 
Mayor Harrison, who formally receiv­ 
ed the viators on behalf of the city 
of Chicago. 
Prince Henry bowed his 
acknow ledgem ents of 
Mayor 
H arri­ 
son's 
greeting, 
saying 
simply: 
"I 
thank yod " 
Mayor H arrison then intro lueed to 
the prince the council and m em bers 
of the general i t ception com m ittee 
The suite of the prince and the mem­ 
bers of the reception com m ittee then 
mingled and introductions followed so 
rapidly t Hat it was difficult for a man 
to recall, when they were over, how 
many people he had met. to say noth­ 
ing of remem bering their names. 
'’’he mayor and the prince, followed 
by the others, then passed through the 
large arched 
gateway and up the 
stairs into the street. 
A dense throng 
filled tho street and the sidew alks for 
a square in either direction and ring­ 
ing cheers filled the air as the prince 
passed between the lines of bluecoat­ 
ed officers and em erged upon the side­ 
walk. at the edge of which his car­ 
riage stood in walt n*. 
The cavalry 
escort 
which 
was 
waiting 
quickly 
wheeled Into place, the prince entered 
his carriage In which Mayor Harrison 
and Admiral Evans were seated with 
him. and the drive to the hotel wa* 
begun. 
Within a few mom ents of his arri­ 
val at the hotel the prince and his 
party were escorted to the banquet 
hall. 
The Chicagoans had all preced­ 
ed them and as the prince entered the 
hall they made the room ring with 
their cheers. 
The orchestra, which 
was placed behind a great m ass of 
ferns and palms, struck up the Ger­ 
man national anthem as the prince en 
tered the hall and continued it until 
he had taken his scat. 
The prince 
seem ed greatly pleased at the warmth 
of his welcom e, and bowed and sm iled 
repeatedly, and after he had taken his 
seat he nodded right and left to his 
entertainers 
as 
they 
seated 
them 
selves. 
There were nine tables at the 


of the president of the United States," 
he called in ringing tones, and up 
came the banqueters once more and 
the health of President R oosevelt w a3 
drained 
in 
hearty 
tashion. 
Mayor 
Harrison 
then 
rose from

‘‘Long live the emperor of Germany,"

holding 
his 
glass 
high. 
Once more in volume as deep as be­ 
fore <ame the cheers, all the guests 
waving their napkins wildly. 
The prince lingered for a short tim e, 
in 
informal 
conversation 
with 
the 
members of the entertainm ent com ­ 
mittee, and then retired to his room 
to prepare for the next feature of the 
program, which was the visit to the 
armory of th e First infantry, where 
the German cb 
rf Chicago had 
arranged 
a 
choral 
festival 
in 
his 
honor. 
The drive was alm ost an even 
mile in length, straight co Michigan 
avenue and for the entire distance the 
sidew alks were lined as closely as the 
people could in* packed, with thou­ 
sands intent upon seeing the prince. 
A i ar oi cheers greeted him as he 
left I lie botel and from there until 
he passed within the doors of the ar­ 
mory. thor ■ was one continuous shout, 
which was eclipsed in volum e only 
when he entered the armory, where 
6.000 people, most of them born in the 
Fatherland, or descendants of those 
who had been. were gathered to meet 
him. 
Several tim es 6,000 people were 
on the outside of the building, and 
they added their cheers to those that 
welled up inside the building 
the one chance of the German citizens 
of Chicago to have the prince to them ­ 
selves, and they made the most of it. 
Following the reception given by 
the German-American citizens at the 
armory the prince was driven to the 
Auditorium where a ball was given 
in 
his 
honor, 
perhaps 
the 
most 
magnificent social event ever w itness­ 
ed in this city, surpassing even the 
great ball given In honor of Admiral 
Dewey two years ago. 
The decora­ 
tions of the huge hall went beyond 
anything attem pted in the Auditorium 
before 
in the general schem e the 
German and American 
colors were 
freely mingled and formed the basis 
of the principal designs. 
The black 
eagle of Prussia and the 8 tars and 
Stripes 
were in evidence upon 
ail 
sides. 
Nautical effects prevailed to a 
great extent.

Louis, March 4.— Prince Henry 
spent nearly four hours in St. Louis 
yesterday and during that tim e he 
was kept busy follow ing out the pro­ 
gram aid down for his entertainm ent 
by the local com m ittee 
From the 
time he entered union station until 
his departure for Chicago, the royal 
vial tor received a constant 
ovation. 
He made a splendid im pression and 
his remarks and bearing showed that 
he was pleased with all he saw as well 
as at the reception accorded him. 
In 
the only address delivered here by 
him, the prince reiterated the state­ 
ment made in New York that his m is­ 
sion to this country was to cem ent 
the friendly bonds betw.^en Germany 
and the United States

4.—Brigadier 
Genera! Funston, who is in this city 
en route to W ashington, where he 
goes to learn if he is to return to the 
Philippines when his furlough expires 
In April, said last night: 
“There is 
no more war In the Philippines than 
there is In Kentucky. 
A ssassins lurk 
in the cane and shoot down men who 
are at their mercy, but there are no 
soldiers in the field to battle with the 
It w as 1 United States troops. 
Even respecta- 
I hie guerilla warfare has ceased. 
There has been no fighting in any 
of the Philippine provinces for nearly 
six months. 
It has been said that I 
hare opposed the reduction of our 
forces in the East. 
That is a mistake. 
In my opinion one-half of our troops 
might bn brought home now, and at 
the end of a year one-half of those 
remaining m ight be returnee 
At the 
sam e tim e too much latitude should 
not be given to the natives of the 
Philippines. 
They are not ready for I 
self-governm ent and they belong to I 
that class of people who look upon 
kindness as a show of weakness. 
If 
we are to m aintain peace in the is- I 
lands we must deal fairly, but some- 
what sternly, with most of the natives 
for a good many years. 
They have 
been so long accustom ed to the Span­ 
ish methods of treachery that it will 
be long before they will accept our 
prom ises as we mean them."

O ccu p y in g th e A tte n ­ 
tion o f th e Senate. 
W ashington. March 4.—The senate 
yesterday began consideration of what 
is popularly known as the shipping 
bill—a measure to provide for ocean 
mail 
service 
between 
the 
United 
States and foreign p o n s and the com ­ 
mon defense; to promote comm erce 
and to encourage ueep-sea fisheries. 
Mr. Frye (M aine), chairman of the 
com m ittee on comm erce, made the 
opening statem ent in support of the 
bill. 
He occupied the floor for nearly 
two hours. 
The policy of protection 
which has been applied, he said, to 
American industries with such ben­ 
eficent result* had not been applied 
to the shipping industry. 
The result 
of this shortsighted policy had been 
the decay of merchant marine and 
the consequent humiliation of Amer- I 
icans engaged in the shipping indus­ 
try. 
Mr. Frye s address was largely tech­ 
nical. but his argum ent was listened 
to with close attention by senators on 
both sides of the chamber. 
Prior to 
the consideration of the shipping bHl 
niauy minor measures were passed. 
The house began consideration of 
the bill to classify the rural free de­ 
livery service and place the carr|ers 
under the contract system . 
Tis3 de­ 
bate was interrupted before the close 
of the session by the presentation of 
the conference report upon the Phil­ 
ipps tariff bill. 
Mr. Payne, the ma­ 
jority loader, declined to allow the

which to discuss the report, and this 
offer was rejected. 
A filibuster fol­ 
lowed and the house adjourned after 
the previous question on the adoption 
of the report had been ordered.

he has drov. ned himself. 
The let.i r which contained som e I 
personal a:Tairs, has been placed in 
charge of Attorney Charles D. Hunt 
of this city. 
The letter said a certif] 
cate showing the postoffice funds had 
been deposited at Terre Haute would 
arrive at F airbanks Saturday morning, 
but it has failed to appear.

lieved by Murphy’s friends that h e . 
drowned him self in the Wabash river 
at Terre Haute. 
The postoffice at

Prosperity has a Remarkable Effect 


on Prison Population. 


It is a remarkable fact that there 
is a report on file in the office of the 
prison at Joliet, Ills., which shows 
that a whole month passed ami not a 
single 
new 
prisoner 
was 
received 
there. 
Not a new arrival during a 
whole, month! 
What is true of this 
prison is substantially true of prisons 
in Indiana. 
The report above men-1 
tinned shows that the prison popula­ 
tion of that institution has been de-1 
creasing during the last five years, in 
fact ever since prosperous times be­ 
gan. 
In May, 1895, the prison con­ 
tained 1,623 convicts, while at the 
time of writing said report there were 
hut 1,212 men and 66 women in the 
institution. 
In order to show the wide difference 
in prison population during hard times 
and prosperous times, it is necessary 
to show the receipts or the number 
admitted for a year during each pe­ 
riod. 
The years 1893 and 1894 helped to 
fill the prison cells. From Oct. I, 3894, 
to September 30, 1895, 927 new pris­ 
oners were received in the Joliet in­ 
stitution. 
From Oct. I, 1898 to Sept. 
28, 1899, only 506 new prisoners were 
received, showing a decrease of 421 
in favor of the year of prosperity and 
plenty of work. 
The number of pris­ 
oners convicted and sentenced from 
Chicago abd Cook county during a like 
period has fallen off greatly. 
Dur­ 
ing the year 1805 Chicago sent to this 
institution 485 prisoners, In 1897 but 
28k. and during the year ending with 
Sept mb r, 1899, hut 316. 
The Joliet :nstitutI n cannot lie an 
exception with reference to this mat 
ter. 
The records of the institutions 
in all states would show similar sta 
tis ti cs.

A close, unventilated house is em­ 
phatically a foul hougc. 
Ground or crushed bone Is a good 
form in which to give lime. 
The nests should be arranged so that 
the fowls can walk in on them. 
Bean is a better feed for fowls than 
corn because it contains more nitrogen. 
An excellent feed for young chicks is 
cracked or coarsely ground w heat for 
the first week. 
A cock that fights and picks his 
mates every time they are fed is not 
a good breeder, and few of his liens’ 
eggs will ever hatch. 
Cane or sorghum seed can be fed to 
fowls to good advantage, 
it stimu­ 
lates egg production and in many ways 
is good to use for variety. 
For a good breeder select a rooster 
with plump, full breast, broad across 
the back, wiffe between the legs and 
that (Tows often, loud and long. 
It is a good plan to mate up the 
fowls surly, for occasionally one of the 
hens will wunt to sit during the win­ 
ter, aud it will be best to have the eggs 
ready.

The result was th a t m any a 
young boy who had com m itted his 
til st offense was thrown into prison 
and put into the sam e cell with an 
old, experienced offender, and, after 
serving his term of one or two years 
with no attention being given to him 
while in prison, he was discharged a 
graduate in crime. 
T he new law 
seeks to rem edy just such cases as 
this by com m itting to the state prison 
all men who are over 30 years of age, 
and those who have been sentenced 
for life or treason and those who have 
served in prison more than one term. 
To the Indiana Reform atory are com ­ 
m itted all persons under 30 years of 
age. except those who have a life sen 
fence or found guilty of treason. 
The 
m anagem ent of the state prison and 
the reform atory, as soon as th e laws 
were passed, in 1807, set out at once 
to adopt rules and provide for the 
better government of the prisoners in 
th off charge, as contem plated by the 
new law. 
In the enforcem ent and op­ 
eration of this new law-, no man did 
more to accomplish the results that 
hcve m ade the operation of this law 
s i satisfactory, than the late Governor 
Mount of Indiana.

How the Law Has Worked. 
T his report m ust be signed by the 
paroled prisoner and approved by his 
employer. 
If this m onthly report Ie 
not received by the w arden or super 
intendent promptly, investigation Is 
at once started to find why the report 
has not been received. 
If, after in­ 
vestigation, it is found th a t th e pris­ 
oner has violated his parole, he is at 
once returned to prison w ithout trial 
and w ithout 
cost to the county to 
which he has been paroled, and com 
pelled to serve out his m axim um sen 
tence. 
During the operation of this law at 
the Indiana state prison from April I 
1897, to O ctober 31, 1901, there have 
been 426 prisoners paroled, of which 
num ber five have been revoked, 14 are 
w aiting em ploym ent; 154 have been 
finally discharged; the m axim um sen­ 
tence of 39 has expired, there have 
been nine prisoners returned and dis 
charged; th ere have been 16 returned 
an d still in the institution; there were 
th ree paroled a second tim e; 26 who 
are delinquent; seven have died; one 
Insane, and 152 still reporting. 
T his showing, 
as compared wdth 
other institutions, is rem arkable, be­ 
ing a fraction over IO per cont of the 
prisoners paroled th at have violated 
the confidence placed in them by the 
m anagem ent. 
The men who are out 
on parole are earning all th e way 
from $5 to $40 per month and their 
board, and in m any cases are caring 
for th eir families, that would Otho 
wise bf- a public 
charge upon the 
tow nship w here they live had the pris 
oner been kept in confinement.

w here the Institutions are more eco­ 
nomically m anaged and m anaged with 
less scandal than they are at th e pres­ 
ent tim e In Indiana. 
The value and 
success of the new Ideas that h a re 
been inaugurated In our prison m an­ 
agem ent depends upon the faithful­ 
ness with which they are executed.

A few years ago th e system of 
handling the criminal population of 
this state was very crde, if th e con­ 
stitution of the state is to be con­ 
sidered. 
B ut 
little 
attention 
was 
given the prisoners after th eir arrest 
and sentence to prison by the court. 
I he object at th a t tim e seem ed to 


1 be to throw the m an into prison for 
a definite tim e and compel him to 
work, earning money for th e state, 
and the more he could earn th e better 
prisoner he was for the institution 
and the m anagem ent. 
Section 
63 
of 
th e 
constitution 
of th e state of Indiana reads as fol­ 
lows: 
“The 
penal 
code 
shall 
be 
founded on principles of reformation, i 
and not of vindictive justice.’’ 
Or, 
in other words, the authorities of 
our penal 
institutions should base 
their m anagem ent upon ideas looking 
to the reform ation and making, w here 
possible, better men of those th a t are 
placed in th eir charge. 
W ith this in 
view, the men who were interested 
in this class of work began a few 
years ago, to educate our legislators 
on 
the 
subject of 
securing better 
legislation looking to prison m anage­ 
ment. 
During the legislature of the win­ 
te r of 1895 they were successful in 
securing the appointm ent of a com­ 
m ittee by the General Assem bly to 
m ake investigation of the law s that 
w ere on the statute books at th at time 
in the states of New York, Illinois and 
Minnesota, as these states were then 
Working under the indeterm inate sen­ 
tence and parole law’. 
This com m it­ 
tee entered earnestly into th eir work 
end had the hearty co-operation of the 
m anagem ent of our penal institutions 
at th a t tim e and before the meeting 
of the legislature in January, 1897, had 
consulted with the prison m anagem ent 
of all the states th a t were successfully 
operating the indeterm inate sentence 
end parole law system, and with this 
inform ation at hand, drafted the law- 
under which the penal institutions of 
our state are now working. 
This law 
was approved by the legislature on 
March 8, 1897. 
In the passage of these m easures 
the Indiana S tate Prison North be­ 
cam e the Indiana State Prison and 
th e Indiana State Prison South be­ 
cam e the Indiana Reform atory. 
Before the passage of this law all 
prisoners sentenced in counties north 
o r 
a 
line 
running 
east 
and west 
through the center of the state, which 
line 
Marion 
Michigan City prison, 
and all south 
of this 
were sentenced to Jeffer 


receive one visit per m onth from a 
friend. 
At the end of three m onths 
with perfect deportm ent in this grade, j 
the prisoner will be ? vaneed to th* I 
first grade and the clothing will be ot 
th e cadet blue. 
In this grade the prisoner is perm it : 
ted to w rite two letters per month and i 
receive two visits per month from his: 
friends. 
For the breaking of any rule, 
th a t has been adopted by the m anage ; 
ment, the prisoner may be reduced lr \ 
grade; if reduced to the third grade ; 
he will don the stripes, and while in; 
this clothing will not be perm itted tc 
w rite letters nor receive visits from 
his friends nor to read in his cell. 
W ith the grading of th e prisonei 
from the time he enters the institu 
tion, the m anagem ent begins to study ; 
him. m aking a careful investigation a? 
to his previous history while on the 
outside, and finding, if possible, if he I 
has a criminal record. 
If he is Aliter 
ate he is taken to the schoolroom foul 
evenings in the week and nine months J 
in th e year. 
T here he is taug ht tc 
read and write. 
He is perm itted to at 
tend 
Christian 
Endeavor 
meetings 
each 
Sunday 
m orning 
and 
regulai I 
chapel service every Sunday forenoon; j 
he is also perm itted to have in his I 
cell the best library books, papers I 
and magazines. 
W ith such methods 
as these the authorities are enabled tc 
study each prisoner, and at the end 
of his minimum sentence are able tc 
judge as to the c h aracter and habits 
of the prisoner when he appears be 
fore the parole board asking for pa 
role. 
W hen a prisoner has served one 01 
tw o years in prison, as the ease m a\ 
be, and has complied with the rules 
he Is perm itted to come before the 
parole board. 
The board first exam 
ines the statem ent made by the trial 
judge and prosecuting attorneys; and 
then questions the prisoner as to his 
past record. 
If they find th a t he has 
served other sentences and th at his 
past life has been spent in crime, his 
case will not be favorably considered 
by the board and he will be ordered 
to return to his work, not knowing 
just when he will again have anothei 
chance to be heard by the board. 
On 
the other hand, if the board finds that 
it is the prisoner’s first offense, and 
th a t the judge and prosecutor whc 
tried him are favorable to h is .parole 
and the records and all evidence at 
hand go to show th a t th e prisoner will 
again become a useful citizen, they 
will parole him. 
E m ploym ent must 
then be found for the prisoner, usual 
ly in the home of his own people ii 
they are responsible: if not, the man 
agem ent will secure work for him in 
a factory or on a farm, the person 
giving the em ploym ent agreeing to 
pay reasonable w ages for one yeai 
and to take a friendly interest in the 
prisoner's welfare. 
He is also to see 
th a t the prisoner m akes his reports tc 
I th e warden or superintendent on the 
j first of ea< h month, for the previous: 
month, stating in this report the num 
ber of days he has worked; if idle 
i for w hat reason; am ount of money 
• earned and am ount expended, and for 


different counties, townships and cit­ 
ies of this state are ready and willing 
to assist the men who are worthy cf 
parole, In every possible way for them 
to regain th eir social standing. 
T he parole law of 
Indiana Is no 
longer an experiment, the results ob­ 
tained from it more than m eet th e ap­ 
proval of its friends. 
T here Is now a 
w ay open w hereby the habitual crim ­ 
inal can be driven from the state or 
retained behind the bars where be 
can no longer prey upon society. 
At 
th e sam e time, the unfortunate person 
who, tem porarily crazed by intoxica­ 
tion or laboring under some tem pora­ 
ry 
derangem ent, 
commits 
his 
first 
crime, can be saved. The principle of 
the parole law is in accord with the 
advanced thought of the day. which 
believes that there comes a time in 
the history of those incarcerated in 
prison when they can be reformed and 
placed on the road to good citizenship. 
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T here is a relation between prosper­ 
ity and morality, between poverty ta d 
crime. 
It is not affirmed that the Hrh 
are generally virtuous, or that the 
poor are generally vicious and de­ 
praved. 
Luxury has its moral dis­ 
eases as certainly as penury. 
T he vices of the rich have their 
source in selfishness, and are such as 
extravagance, 
gluttony, 
ostentatious 
pride and deficient social sym pathy. 
T he vices of the poor spring largely 
from physical wants, such as hunger 
and thirst, from conditions unfavora­ 
ble to virtue or from desperate need. 
Every great panic, every period ot 
comm ercial depression, bringing with 
it industrial staguation, is m arked by 
an im m ediate increase of crime. 
But 
note this, th a t the majority of those 
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who join the ranks of the crim inals tutents Volunteer Movemen for F>reign 
during 
hard 
tim es 
are 
offenders 
against property rather th an against 
person. T h a t is. their crim es are such 
as men com m it who need money to 
buy food and to support th eir families, 
and not such as have th eir motives 
in brutal passions. 
P rosperity is not a purely m aterial 
consideration. 
It touches th e ethical 
life of the people, th e integrity of men 
hood, the character of citizenship. 
To 
close the mines and the mills is to 
open the jails and prisons. To silence 
lathes and looms is to drive honest 
men to deeds their own souls abhor. 
T he safety of the state is In the ma­ 
terial welfare of the people. The very 
word 
“com m onwealth'' 
indicates 
a 
com m unity of prosperous people, In 
which the weal of each is the care of 
all.—Saturday Evening Po?-t.
